Ellis Meyers States Aim of Convention in Interview 


THE A.B.A. CONVENTION, which will 
be held in New York, May 17-18, this 
year will be in the nature of the regional 
conferences which were held throughout 
the country this spring and will follow 
the lines of the program at these confer- 
ences, stated Ellis W. Meyers, secretary of 
the A.B.A., in an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Publishers’ Weekly this 
week. “The program will take up every 
minute of the two days and will be devoted 
to business and business only,” Mr. Meyers 
said. “We will work on the lines of the 
program adopted by the booksellers attend- 
ing the regional conferences, paying espe- 
cial attention to new merchandising schemes 
for bookstores. It will not be the purpose 
of the convention this year to pass any reso- 
lutions. In fact, no resolutions committee 
has been appointed. ‘The discussion will 
concern what the bookseller himself can do 
to improve business by additional promo- 
tional effort. 

“While the convention will take up the 
topics of budget and stock control, the 
groundwork for a financial setup has al- 
ready been established, and we shall devote 
most of the time to merchandising prob- 
lems. A model budget system has already 
been given to the group cooperating in the 
A.B.A. program. We shall have reports 
from these people at the convention to see 
how it works out. 

“Methods and means of getting more 
business will be the keynote of the meet- 
ings. During the regional conferences, 
every once in a while someone would get 
up and tell of a merchandising scheme 
which had been very successful. I am sure 
that if we can put these suggestions in or- 
ganized form it will be possible for every 
bookstore to get additional business. It will 
be the purpose of the convention to bring 
out how this can be done. The A.B.A. 
wants to work out a program of monthly 
promotion, a new promotion scheme for 
each month in the year, so that we can do 


some of the work for the smaller shops.” 

“The meetings will consist mainly of 
discussion from the floor,’ Mr. Meyers 
added, “although it is our intention to get 
someone who has done exceptionally good 
work in retail merchandising to join with 
us and talk about his methods. We shall 
also take up the problems of building mail- 
ing lists, customer-interest files, and_per- 
sonal selling.” 

Interest in the convention is high this 
year, Mr. Meyers stated. Although an- 
nouncements were sent out only a few days 
ago, a satisfying number of registrations 
have already been received. ‘There will be 
two three-hour sessions on each of the two 
days of the convention. ‘They will start 
on time and will be closed only when dis- 
cussion is completed. Morning and after- 
noon meetings on Tuesday, May 17th, will 
be devoted to round tables for booksellers 
which anyone may attend. Publishers have 
been invited to attend the Wednesday 
morning session, which will be a confer- 
ence on trade practices, and on Wednesday 
afternoon there will be an executive meet- 
ing which only booksellers will be allowed 
to attend. The Thirty-second Annual Ban- 
quet of the A.B.A. will be held on Wednes- 
day evening ‘and will be followed by 
dancing. Speakers at the banquet will be 
Clarence B. Kelland; Homer W. Smith, 
author of “Kamongo,” and _ Laurence 
Gould, the author of “Cold.” George W. 
Jacobs, the present president of the Asso- 
ciation, will act as toastmaster. 

Mr. Meyers urges all those who intend 
to come to the convention to secure Con- 
vention Fare Certificates. These should be 
requested when the ticket is bought and 
will entitle the holder to a 50% reduction 
on his return fare if 125 certificates are 
turned in at the convention. 

Publishers who wish to contribute sou- 
venirs for the banquet should get in touch 
with Mr. Meyers at the A.B.A. as soon as 


possible.

Price Maintenance, Remainders, and Purchasing Methods 


I 


Price Maintenance 


IF THE BOOKTRADE needs a lawyer to 
help get the equivalent of price mainten- 
ance, it would pay to borrow money and 
tell him to go to it. Certainly maintain- 
ing prices of books is essential to a healthy 
condition in the booktrade and the majority 
of legitimate booksellers have always held 
this position. 

If the price cutters, for advertising pur- 
poses wish to sell books below cost, and 
put on a spectacular melodrama concerned 
with a descending price race with a store 
on the block below, why should the pub- 
lishers care or worry when their immediate 
profits are swelled and puffed on such 
golden days? This indifference bred by a 
quarter of a century of custom and resigna- 
tion to the Sherman law is turning out to 
be rather ghastly in the long run. Pub- 
lishers seem to welcome their helplessness 
in the face of legislation passed in a busi- 
ness era which is now in the process of 
being reshaped. Are there not ways and 
means of making it difficult, more difficult 
at least, for these people to cut book prices 
tor advertising purposes? Yes, there are— 
until the whole booktrade can cooperate 
and try to secure again from the legal 
standpoint assurance that book prices will 
be maintained. To quote from “Price 
Cutting and Price Maintenance’”’ by Selig- 
man and Love (Harper): 

“While not so effective as the agency or 
consignment system, a far greater popu- 
enjoved by the refusal-to-sell 
method of maintaining prices. The net re- 
sult of the decisions has been to establish 
beyond the peradventure of doubt the right 
of refusal to sell, but to take away sub- 
stantially all of the means calculated to 
effect this right. After all is said and done, 
however, the method of maintaining prices 
by eliminating so far as possible the price- 


. . oe 
lary \ 1S 


cutting distributors remains at present the 
one possible method open to producers who 
sell general merchandise.” 

If the Capper-Kelly bill which made 
progress last year even though it did not 
reach discussion in the Senate, needs a 
boost from the booktrade, this boost ought 
to be one of the major operations of pub- 
lishers, authors, booksellers, bookbinders 
and printers this coming year. 

Now that remainder firms have used cut 
prices to sweeten their lists of plugs, we 
have two tvpes of unfair competition. | 
shall steer clear of book clubs in this article, 
but if you count one book club which has 
based its campaigns on misrepresentation 
to the public from its inception, the figure 
two may be changed to three. 

The most adequate summary of the 
problems of price maintenance is by E. R. 
A. Seligman and R. A. Love as quoted 
above. This book should be widely read 
among the booktrade as it contains a sim- 
ple summary of past history (including the 
Battle of the Books) and suggestions as to 
what may be done to get relief. Professor 
Seligman says: “If the price cuts on a 
few articles, to which prominence is given 
in the advertisements, strengthen the claim 
of the store to be a general low price shop, 
which can afford low prices because of low 
costs, they will have attained their pur- 
pose even if each of the price-cut articles 
is sold at a loss. For these losses will be 
more than compensated by the sale of non- 
cut articles, the high prices of which will 
not be apparent to the customer who has 
no opportunity of exact comparison and 
who is deluded by the general reputation 
of the store.” 

And to quote again: “Although there 
are some mail-order houses which make a 
specialty of cut prices on books, important 
price cutting in this industry seems to be 
confined to department stores. The pub- 
lisher’s suggested price is always stamped

on the jacket; hence the extent of any price 
cutting is evident to the purchaser at a 
glance. Furthermore, there is no oppor- 
tunity for substitution or deception as to 
quality such as may take place with other 
merchandise. Finally there is no need for 
skillful selling efforts by the clerks, since 
books sell themselves to customers who 
come in knowing exactly what they want 
or ask for nothing more than an oppor- 
tunity to browse about and make choices 
for themselves. These characteristics of 
books adapt them peculiarly well for use 
as “loss leaders,” with the result that many 
department stores which specialize in price 
appeal make the book department a “‘pres- 
tige” department. ‘The purpose of a pric- 
ing policy is illustrated clearly enough, 
however, by the fact that the service given 
is not so good as that given by the ordinary 
bookstore. An instance is the refusal of 
the management to give any information 
about books over the telephone; anyone 
who wants to know about the books has to 
come into the store.” 

When Mr. Seligman wrote this he was 
not sufficiently informed on the price cut- 
ting of book mail order houses, which has 
been on the increase these last five years 
and especially during 1930-31. When you 
consider that these lists go all over the 
country, this phase of price cutting is just 
as serious a menace for the booktrade as 
department store price cutting at the pres- 
ent time. If the city bookstore has to buck 
certain cut-throat competition in New 
York, Philadelphia or Chicago, certainly 
all the bookstores outside the large cities 
have a worse time with both clouds on the 
horizon. 

Also, Mr. Seligman is rather naive 
about his remark that books sell themselves 
without effort of the human mechanism! 
Every intelligent bookseller or clerk has his 
own special customers and can make or 
break a book in almost every instance. Col- 
lege faculties are the only class of readers 
(of course there are other individuals) who 
do not require information in a bookshop 
and, as Mr. Seligman belongs to this group, 
it is not strange that he has no specific in- 
formation about the readers who love to 
read but who are not able to put books 
into categories of exclusion and inclusion. 
The general reader is more likely to be 
keen for all kinds of books and therefore 


now 
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requires an expression of opinion or general 
information concerning book and author. 
The complaint often heard that book clerks 
are ignorant of what they are selling js 
often justified, and as I have said else- 
where is the fault of bad business methods. 
originating in the publishers’ inner sanc- 
tums which have distinctly affected the 
attitude of the bookseller. 

Why not draft Prof. Seligman to advise 
the booktrade how to proceed to legitimize 
the policy of “refusal to sell,” as a practical 
system? We would be one unit only of 
enormous business interests in the country, 
but a unit which is bound by a unity of 
purpose sometimes unexpectedly turns into 
a depth bomb. 

The booktrade as a whole has made no 
effort to tell its public the truth behind 
this cut-price business. Both the A. B. A. 
and the N. A. B. P. would do their mem- 
bers a great service if they could now do 
some national advertising by means of 
newspaper and periodical advertisements 
running, supplemented by © short 
articles on the advantages of trading with 
a legitimate bookstore of recognized in- 
tegrity, emphasizing extra service in dollars 
and cents. The pubishers could back the 
legitimate bookstore by emphasizing the 
fact that we are their representatives and 
can give all kinds of information about 
their publications, and authors and advance 
plans. This sentence or its equivalent 
should be in every ad changed cleverly 
from time to time to attract attention.

Remainders 


Directly connected with price mainten- 
ance is the problem of remainders. We 
shall have to admit at the outset that there 
will always be remainders, just as there 
will always be “sales” of other kinds 0! 
merchandise, due to over-estimating de- 
mand, wrong pricing, and poor methods 0! 
advertising and marketing. Remainders 10 


themselves reduced to a minimum could be | 


turned into a good feature of the book 
business. In legitimate bookstores where 
prices are maintained, it is an advantage 
to have bargain books. They are extreme 
ly desirable for readers who may get muc 
satisfaction in finding just what they want 
at a much reduced price. Opportuniti¢s 
should be seized to get bargains for speci 
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customers, making firmer friends for the 
bookshop and proving that their special in- 
terests have been kept in mind. It makes 
any store well rounded in price range. I 
am not interested in serving only a public 
with plenty of money to spend lavishly on 
all the books in creation—the laboring 
man, professional men and women, and all 
the range of humanity are welcome in the 
Hampshire Bookshop. ‘To serve these dif- 
ferent people, there must be a wide price 
range, and remainders could be a solution 
of many difficulties along with the dollar 
reprints, if handled with the rudiments of 
common sense. 

Publishers now compete with their dis- 
tributors in the worst possible ways. They 
want the booksellers to carry staple stock 
and then they suddenly unload a title com- 
pletely or by enough copies to reduce their 
stock to what is for the moment normal. 
The result is well known among booksell- 
ers. Books which they have considered 
their bread and butter, suddenly appear on 
remainder lists at less than one half the 
wholesale price. Then no amount of ex- 
planation can convince the ordinary book- 
buyer that he is not being done at the book- 
stores. Why should he pay $2.50 when 
he can get the same thing for 59c., or 
$5.00 when he can get the same thing for 
$2.40? Why indeed? There is something 
rotten not only in the state of Denmark 
but in the state of the relationship between 
publishers and booksellers. It is bad 
enough to have remainders dumped outside 
the retail trade, but to dump them with- 
out notice is asinine—simply asinine. ‘To 
try to explain why you have Sainte-Beuve 
“Portraits of the 17th and 18th Century” 
at $7.50 each and why they are on a re- 
mainder list at $4.50 for the two, as new, 
is a gay job. In this case I returned the 
copies ordered from the publishers, and 
purchased from the remainder firm, as 
these books are standard in a college town, 
and I shall keep them on the shelves while 
they are available. 

by remaindering books without notice, 
publishers are throwing a boomerang 
Which is going to hit them so hard on its 
return journey that they will wonder 
where the booksellers have gone. No 
bookseller is going to subject himself in- 
definitely to a series of such incongruous 
siness situations. Do the publishers rea- 
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lize that by this and certainly one other 
custom (see no. 6) they are making the 
reading public question the honesty and 
business acumen of bookmaker and _ book- 
seller with all the emphasis on the latter? 

The remedy for this condition is the im- 
mediate cessation of remaindering books 
except through the booksellers, notice to be 
given at least four months before this is 
done. 

Reducing the quantity of titles going 
into the remainder class could be reached 
by throwing into the discard the com- 
petitive idea of a “rounded” list every 
spring and fall. In the process of “round- 
ing,” a lot of stuff is admitted to lists for 
emphasis on different finds of books rather 
than the book itself. Doubtless publishers 
like Kinsey, who have a definite public in 
mind for one kind of book, will have fewer 
remainders than a publisher who plays 
with all the classifications of knowledge. 
Both kinds of publishing are desirable, for 
there are all kinds of tastes to be roused 
and satisfied. If a bookseller does not care 
to dabble in them all, it is certainly his 
privilege to choose carefully his merchan- 
dise according to his own interests and the 
public he has selected to serve. Publish- 
ers seem to forget this important fact, and 
try to force by short discount threats, and 
other methods, the carrying of whole lines. 
This is the wrong way to sell their books, 
and again contributes to sloppy buying and 
the confusion of booksellers. | Emphasis 
should be put on the individual book ac- 
cording to the kind of bookstore. W. W. 
Norton and Simon & Schuster seem to do 
this well. 


III 
Absurdities in Present Method of Purchasing 


It is a common opinion apparently 
among publishers that the best bookseller 
is not a reader and that the fact that he 
deals in books does not put him under any 
obligation to taste his wares. ‘The best 
grocers know what their oranges and 
cheese taste like, butchers know their meat 
by the smell and color and stationers know 
the quality of their paper by feel and ap- 
pearance. But these manufacturers of 
books apparently think that there is more 
chance to sell their whole line if it is not 
scanned too closely, just taken on the sales- 
man’s sayso, reading the favorable book re- 
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views and going to it—the public will se- 
lect an attractive jacket with a little urg- 
ing bluff, go off with the book. There will 
be a song on the cash register, and that 
will be all. How simple! All the book- 
seller’s time can then be devoted to his 
business, his stock card system and his turn- 
over! Chorus: ‘Under present condi- 
tions many a turnover will be made in the 
grave!” 

I have been increasingly amazed as the 
years roll by that publishers themselves 
read so few of their books after they are 
chosen by their editors with all the finan- 
cial risks and reputations involved. ‘The 
powers delegated to readers of manuscripts 
put them in a highly competitive class of 
little Balboas, discoverers of talent and 
genius which can crystallize or solidify 
some volatile experience still infused with 
the elements of life. ‘These little Balboas 
gaze upon an ocean more exciting in the 
matter of area and content than the great 
Pacific. The adventures of manuscripts 
now told only in fugitive bits here and 
there would not only make a very exciting 
and amusing book, but would be a useful 
reference volume for all of us involved in 
the booktrade. It would be a case book in 
hunch, wisdom and stupidity. 

To the salesman at the other end of 
the chain is delegated the job of selling 
books he has not read, to buyers who have 
no chance to see what they are buying. 
Dope on each book sometimes comes down 
through the editorial department via the 
sales talks by the sales manager, and re- 
views can often be produced from New 
York papers. Jackets, covers, and lists of 
contents are usually available, but where 
is the book? Buy it and see at full price, 
or go 50-50 with the publisher on a deal- 
er’s copy, or in some way get galley sheets 
or a copy in advance of the date of publi- 
cation. From the time the manuscript 
leaves the person who makes the final edi- 
torial decision, the contents of the book 
get scant attention until the book reaches 
the reader, or the ash can. 

The salesman has an impossible job on 
the face of it. The plan of sending sales- 
men around with jackets and covers is just 
as dumb as the dummies. If a stunning 
jacket helps sell the book, it gets a wrong 
start, for even though the bookseller may 
be caught by color and design, a book is 
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written to read. A complete résumé of 
the plot by the salesman does not help, 
neither does the fact that some other book- 
seller has ordered 100 copies. If the sales- 
man is a bookish man and has read the 
books and can give an interesting opinion 
of them, the dates of publication, price 
changes, future plans, news of authors and 
suggestions concerning some definite sales 
methods for individual books from his 
wide experience, then he is doing a desir- 
able service. But all this could be done 
by mail with more accuracy. The book 
information sent out by Houghton Mifflin, 
Harper, Viking, Scribners, etc. with in- 
teresting facts of all kinds concerning new 
publications is most welcome and in most 
shops read. The salesman method is waste- 
ful of time, money and energy, all needed 
elsewhere. The recent decision of certain 
houses to combine in the use of a sales 
force on the road is hopeful, but it could 
have been done long ago, thereby reduc- 
ing the cost of distribution. There are ex- 
ceptions of course. ‘Three or four men 
who have called in Northampton fulfill 
most requirements and are of the greatest 
assistance in many ways. If the salesman 
method has got to stay, there are many 
other ways in which the personnel might 
function, to increase the knowledge of the 
bookseller. Practically nothing is done be- 
tween visits by the salesman, because ‘‘the 
house” decrees that book information etc. 
should come directly from headquarters. 
and yet the salesman supposedly knows the 
special taste or stock of his customers. 


How to get certain books to those book- 
sellers who prefer to buy from personal 
knowledge rather than jackets is difficult, 
but dealers’ copies with a paper cover, 
dealers to be charged with postage, could 
be sent on request from fall and spring 
lists, or a great deal more emphasis could 
be put on buying trips to New York and 
Boston, where there should be centers, with 
new books of all publishers to be looked 
over at leisure. This is done in other lines, 
why not for books? More specific knowl- 
edge of the requirements of different classi- 
fications of stores would indicate that cer- 
tain booksellers would be interested in 
books which fall within a well-defined 
circle of demand. These books should be 
sent to dealers automatically for inspection. 

My objection to the present plan is !ts 
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inadequacy and unsoundness. ‘lime was 
when a room at a hotel was taken, and 
you could at least see the spring and fall 
lines complete, or trunks were opened up 
in the bookshop. ‘The war changed all 
that, and the change from train to auto- 
mobile where a couple of brief cases were 
preferable, has reduced the method to its 
present absurd state. ‘There are only a 
very few publishers who equip their sales- 
man with complete books. Experienced 
buyers have developed a skill in getting 
the gist of a book at a glance, its person- 
ality and salable characteristics, but this 
is bound to be superficial even with the 
most “‘acumenous” buyers. 

I consider that ignorance of the book 
published and books sold is responsible for 
half of our difficulties.

Bookshop Distinctions 


Specialization in books has come about 
with piece work in factories and medicine. 
There are the following distinct classes of 
shops: 


1. The general city and suburban book- 
shop. 

2. The small quite personal bookshop, 
reflecting the tastes of its owner. 

3. Specialized shops, selling travel, art, 
religion, sport, science, children’s 
books, books on the sea. 

4. The college bookshop. 

And so on. 

So far as I know there has been no defi- 
nite effort on the part of the publishers to 
serve these different kinds of shops accord- 
ing to the kind of business they do, nor do 
the salesmen do any preliminary work in 
laying emphasis on certain types of books 
for specialized trade. 

The privilege of exchanging stock in 
good condition within a one year period 
tor other more salable stock of equal 
value, would mean a more complete repre- 
sentation of new books. Arrangements 
should be made only with those individual 
booksellers who are careful buyers and 
would welcome such a chance to cooperate 
with publishers on difficult titles with the 
certainty of not getting stuck. Why 
shouldn’t the bookseller consider that he is 
extending a privilege to the publisher in 
consenting to give space to a display of cer- 
tain books? Where stock is carefully 
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chosen and space is small, I cannot see 
why the privilege is not worth a good deal 
of practical consideration on the part of 
the publisher. Favors are not all cast in 
one direction as is sometimes taken for 
granted, and many booksellers earn all the 
cooperation that certain publishers see fit 
to extend, and tangible good will is a spur 
to more sales and business loyalties. 

This is one of the points which could 
be amicably discussed with a view to its 
adoption. “The Viking Press plan has a 
snag or two in it that makes it to me un- 
desirable, but it is a move in the right di- 
rection. 

An outline of the fourteen points in re- 
capitulation is: 

1. Price Maintenance. 

2. No remaindering except through the 

booksellers with four months notice. 

3. Abolition of the present wasteful 
plan ot sending salesmen around with 
jackets and dummies and substitution 
of a plan whereby booksellers know 
the contents of books before outright 
purchase. 

4. An agreement for exchanging (with- 
in one year) stock in good condition 
for other faster-moving stock. 

5. Establishment of an annual _re- 
mainder sale. 

6. The abolition of two editions of gen- 
eral trade books—text and trade. 
40 per cent flat discount. 

More consultation with booksellers 

on what the public wants. 

g. Decrease in book prices. 

10. Informal groupings of stores with 
similar outlook for cooperative buy- 
ing, joint advertising, conferences 
concerning merchandising methods 
and the books themselves. 

11. A realization by the publisher that 
in the long run a bookseller who 
knows the contents of his books is 
worth more to him than all news- 
paper advertising. 

12. More consultation with booksellers 
on what sells books. 

13. A joint meeting alternately in the 
East and West of booksellers and 
publishers. 

14. The abolition of bad trade practices 
as listed under point 14 in the pre- 
ceding installment.

Pulling Together 


‘THERE HAS NEVER BEEN a time in the 
industrial history of this country when it 
was more important for every branch of a 
trade to pull together for the stabilizing of 
business. Fortunately for the book indus- 
try, there has been a steady improvement in 
mutual understanding in the past few 
years, but what has been accomplished is 
but partly adequate, for the strain to which 
the industry is now being put both by the 
general trade conditions of the country and 
by the serious problems that have developed 
in our particular industry in the past year 
or so, 

There is still too great a tendency among 
booksellers to believe that all publishers are 
plotting for the bookseller’s discomfort, and 
far too many publishers have little first 
hand knowledge of what the problems of 
retail distributors are. 

The booksellers in their report from their 
district conferences and at their coming 
convention will present to the publishers 
their analysis of the problems of distribu- 
tion. They have brought together in these 
conferences the best minds of the industry 
and have endeavored to present problems in 
a calm and logical manner. Such propo- 
sals must receive careful consideration from 
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the producing end of the business. If some 
of the suggestions cannot be carried out. 
the answers and explanations should be 
carefully prepared and specific. Publishers 
may find suggestions with which they fee] 
they cannot agree, but they must under- 
stand that booksellers are presenting their 
plan believing that there is desperate need 
at this time for consideration of any pro- 
gram that may strengthen the retail out- 
lets. 

It seems evident that publishers are all 
conscious that, whatever supplemental out- 
lets have been developed for popular series 
and lower priced books, a well-balanced 
publishing program cannot be carried out 
without general bookstores and book de- 
partments, and the health of these outlets 
is the first problem to be faced in today’s 
situation. Publishers are aware, too, that 
the rapid growth of the rental library has 
changed the channels of distribution for 
popular fiction, but they surely do not wish 
to see, even for fiction, the rental library 
become the chief outlet as in England 
where it is the chief distributor of all books. 

The publisher cannot but be affected by 
the current of business discussion in the 
country pointing to the fact that in a decade 
the ability to produce shot far ahead of dis- 
tribution and selling and that the producer 
must see the product through its various 
processes or production is futile. ‘To pro- 
duce an article of merchandise and then 
feel that one’s hands can be washed ot re- 
sponsibility is not the attitude being taken 
in industry today. Many of the men now 
in publishing served an apprenticeship on 
the road and have some conception of dis- 
tribution problems, but booksellers have 
many evidences in their correspondence and 
in conversations of lack of full understand- 
ing of book distribution difficulties on the 
part of those who are selecting and print- 
ing books. 

There is, on the other hand, a tendency 
among booksellers to think that a pub- 
lisher’s balance sheet is simple as compared 
to their own, and dealers have shown no 
more inclination than publishers to investi- 

o4 . “ It 
gate conditions under which the “other ha 
lives.” They know that publishers set both 
the retail and the wholesale prices, decide 
where and how to sell their books, when 
and how to advertise, and they know the 
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high pressure that is put on them to buy 
each and every title; they do not always 
note, however, how many thousands of pub- 
lishing dollars must be thrown into appar- 
ently promising projects for the chance of 
winning out, of how often mere accident 
controls the year’s balance, of how often 
a more stable department, like the educa- 
tional department, must hold up the trade 
department, of how often long and ardu- 
ous planning leads to no result, heavy 
traveling expense leads to few sales, large 
advertising displays produce no_ results. 
Publishing is no sinecure either for invested 
capital ; there are evidences of this in boom 
years and many more in years of depression. 

It is hoped that many heads of houses 
will attend the Booksellers’ Convention and 
representatives from the various publishing 
departments: editorial, manufacturing, ad- 
vertising and sales. 

This month of May, 1932, calls on both 
publishers and booksellers for tolerance, 
good sense, and mutual respect. May we 
come through the weeks of trade confer- 
ences with a clearer program and increased 
confidence in the future. 


No Good Is Done 


AMONG CURRENT PUBLISHERS’ announce- 
ments there are three that will increase the 
public’s confusion as to values in_ books. 
“The Stag at Eve’? which was published 
by Farrar and Rinehart last November is 
now offered by the Garden City Publish- 
ing Company at $1. To be sure the 
“Bally-hoo” picture book was jobbed al- 
most immediately after publication which 
was bad enough but that was a failure 
from the start. ‘“The Stag at Eve” was 
one of the bright spots of December sell- 
ing. 

Simultaneously, Blue Ribbon Books an- 
nounces “The Washington Merry-Go- 
Round” as an August publication. This is 
fourteen months after publication while the 
agreement reached in the trade last year 
was for a two year period on non-fiction. 
That agreement on reprint dates was a 
sound effort to stabilize the book business. 
Was it so poorly conceived that it should 
be thrown out now? 

The other announcement which we see 
with regret is the use of April’s sales suc- 
cess “Recovery” as a free gift offer in a 
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full page Book-of-the-Month Club promo- 
tion. ‘Ten thousand buyers of the book 
will remember the word free when next at 
a book counter. 


College Bookstore Association 


Convention 

‘THE TENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION of 
the College Bookstore Association will be 
held at the Hotel Pennsylvania in New 
York City May 16-19, coinciding with the 
convention of the A.B.A. On Monday 
forenoon, following registration, the presi- 
dent’s address will be given, and there will 
be a business session for the purpose of re- 
vising the constitution and by-laws of the 
Association. ‘This will be followed by an 
open forum. Monday afternoon will be 
devoted to a review of the Cheney Report 
and a discussion of the trade book depart- 
ment in the college bookstore. During the 
evening the executive committee will hold 
a meeting. On Tuesday and Wednesday 
joint meetings will be held with the A.B.A. 
convention, except that Wednesday after- 
noon will be devoted to a discussion of the 
textbook problem by both booksellers and 
publishers. 

The Thursday forenoon session will be 
devoted to a discussion of merchandise 
other than books. Cooperative buying will 
be stressed, and addresses will be made by 
Mr. Boffey of the Purchasing Agents 
Magazine and R. B. BeVier, president of 
BeVier & Co., on that subject. The an- 
nual business session, including the election 
of officers comes on Thursday afternoon. 


Publishers’ Output Shows Little 
Decrease in Number of Titles 


WITH THE TOTALS of four months of 
publishing output now available for study, 
it is found that in spite of the times, 
American publishers have as yet found no 
way to cut down to any appreciable extent 
the number of their new titles. The totals 
of books so far received for entry in the 
Publishers’ Weekly show a drop of but 200 
from the 3,300 of last year, a decrease that 
relieves the pressure at the distribution 
point but little. The fiction total is even 
higher than last year, and only juveniles 
show any decided effort at production con- 
trol. The increases in economics and 
science might have been expected.

THE IDEA OF using books of Jewish in- 
terest as a supplementary phase of modern 
Jewish education was first introduced by 
the Boston Public Library in 1925. At 
that time, a unique and outstanding ex- 
hibit of books was arranged. Some 
two hundred titles in English of interest 
to Jewish readers were assembled. ‘This 
month plans for national Jewish book 
Week are again going out. It will be ob- 
served this year from May 22-28. Its pur- 
pose is to bring the value of Jewish litera- 
ture to the attention of Jewish readers 
especially, and of the general public. Syna- 
gogues, schools, bookstores, libraries, and 
other forms of communal organizations are 
asked to feature the occasion, 

Jewish Book Week was first conceived 
as an attempt to reawaken race conscious- 
ness through literature, with the hope that 
it might result in promoting happier, more 
self-respecting Jews, a better racial under- 
standing between Jew and Christian, more 
tolerance, and a finer type of American 


citizen. “he Boston Public Library, rec- 
ognizing the importance of the Jewish 
Renaissance movement in America has 
made every effort to promote its valuable 
Jewish collection. Last year during the 
observance of Jewish Book Week, many of 
these priceless possessions were displayed 
in the main exhibition room of the Central 
Library. In conjunction with this ex- 
hibit, twelve of the Branches in the Li- 
brary System working with a jewish con- 
stituency, concentrated on a plan of special 
exhibits, featuring different subjects. 

The success of all this exhibit work has 
been most gratifying, and has_ brought 
forth much favorable comment. In addi- 
tion to these exhibits a special program on 
“The Jew in Literature” with distin- 
guished speakers, was held in the lecture 
Hall of the Main Library. This year with 
the announcement of Jewish Book Week 
for May 22-28, a Boston committee has 
already been formed to make plans for the 
proper observance of this Jewish holiday.

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Pulitzer Awards Announced 


ANNOUNCEMENT WAS MADE on May 
3 of the Pulitzer Prize awards for 1932, 
by the Trustees of Columbia University. 
Awards in letters were made to Pearl S. 
Buck, George S. Kaufman, Morrie Rys- 
kind, Ira Gershwin, General John J. 
Pershing, Henry F. Pringle and George 
Dillon. 

“The Good Earth” (John Day), which 
received the $1,000 award for the best 
novel published during the year by an 
American author, has been a best seller 
throughout the country for the past four- 
teen months. It was chosen by the judges 
“for its epic sweep, its distinct and moving 
characterization, its sustained story-interest 
and its simple and yet richly colored style.” 

The drama prize is a little more unusual. 
The $1,000 award in this field was given 
to “Of Thee I Sing,” by George S. Kauf- 
man, Morrie Ryskind and Ira Gershwin 
(author of the lyrics), which has been 
playing to a full house at the Music Box 
Cheater in New York and is published in 
book form by A. A. Knopf. As a comment 
on this award the judges say, “This award 
may seem unusual, but the play is unusual. 
Not only is it coherent enough to class as a 
play, aside from the music, but it is a biting 
and true satire on American politics and the 
public attitude toward them. Its effect on 
the stage promises to be considerable.” 


“My Experiences in the World War” by 


General Pershing (Stokes), which received 
the $2,000 prize for the best book of the 
year on the history of the United States, is 
considered ‘‘the most authoritative, the most 
penetrating and the most decisive account 
of our own part in the war.” It presented, 
the judges felt, ‘‘a finer spirit in narration 
than any of the others, more objectivity, 
more fullness, more balance.” 

The biography award of $1,000 which 
is given to ‘“‘the best American biography 
teaching patriotic and unselfish services to 
the people, excluding as too obvious the 
names of George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln,’ has been made to Henry F. 
Pringle for his ‘“Theodore Roosevelt.” In 
the opinion of the judges “Mr. Pringle’s 
book presents a vitalized portrait of an out- 
standing American. It seeks to strike a fair 
balance where that—in a time so near to 
the subject—is difficult to achieve. It is 
well documented and well written. It is 
especially valuable for its candor and its 
human quality.” 

For his book of verse, “The Flowering 
Stone” (Viking), George Dillon is the re- 
cipient of the $1,000 award for the best 
volume of verse published during the year 
by an American author. Of the four or 
five volumes most seriously considered for 
the prize, the judges considered this “the 
most original and authentic.” Some of the 
poems were called “exceedingly beautiful.”

Obituary Notes 
HART CRANE 


Hart CRANE, poet and winner of a 
Guggenheim Foundation prize in 1931, 
lost his life at sea on April 27th when he 
plunged from the top deck of the liner 
Orizaba on which he was returning from 
Mexico to this country. Mr. Crane was 
thirty-three years old and was considered a 
highly important American poet. He was 
born in Garretsville, Ohio, the son of a 
wealthy candy manufacturer, and_ began 
writing verse at the age of thirteen. When 
he was fifteen his first poem was published 
in Bruno’s Bohemian. The year following, 
his work attracted the attention of Mrs. 
William Vaughn Moody. In 1922 Mr. 
Crane moved to New York where his first 
position was with an advertising firm, 
writing copy. Later he wrote “White 
Buildings” which was published in 1926 by 
Boni and Liveright, and “The Bridge” 
published in 1930 by Horace Liveright. 
During the year previous to his death he 
had been living in Mexico where he was 
writing a long historical poem of that coun- 
try. He was deeply affected by the death 
of his father last summer and had threat- 
ened at times to kill himself, friends said. 
A friend, Marguerite Cowley, wife of 
Malcolm Cowley, accompanied him on the 
voyage home to prevent a possible attempt 
at suicide. She said he had been grieving 
because “there was no place in the worl 
today for poetry.”

This recent addition to the literature on 
Leech, the famous English illustrator of 
the rgth century, is an informal gathering 
of information by the Rector of Stanton 
Quintin, Wilts. The author shows 
himself equally interested in the already 
existing literature as in the work of Leech 
himself. Among the latter he pays a good 
deal of attention to sporting subjects as han- 
dled by this artist. In the many full page 
reproductions the same interest is dominant. 
As a result the reader gets perhaps a bet- 
ter impression of Leech as a print maker, 
than as a book illustrator in the narrower 
sense. 


Firry ALPHABETS by W. Ben Hunt and 
Ed. C. Hunt. Milwaukee, The Bruce 

Publishing Co., 1931. 

On first sight “Fifty Alphabets’ com- 
pares favorably with other recent manuals 
ot lettering, such as were reviewed in this 
column in the issue of March 5th, on pages 
1048 ff. However, a more careful inspec- 
tion leads to disappointment. The follow- 
ing quotation from the foreword speaks for 
itself, we would imagine. Nobody will 
contradict the statement (page 8) that 
“Consistency of style and character is im- 
portant in all lettering . . . All lettering 
must be essentially in harmony with the 
subject matter of the message.” And “When 
commercial letterer prepares a furniture 
brochure to be sent to architects, he will 
hardly think it consistent to use a modern 
Russian letter.’ We still agree. But then: 


case letters or ‘Trajan Roman _ letters. 
Somewhere in the layout there will prob- 
ably be a need for using an old architec- 
tural outline Roman letter.” Is that the 
authors’ idea of consistency of style and 
character? And where is the harmony be- 
tween furniture and ecclesiastical initials, 
and between ecclesiastical initials and old 
architectural outline Roman? What have 
any historical letter forms got to do with 
modern American lettering? 

There is a short but excellent article on 
the subject from no less an authority than 
Lucian Bernhard: “Lettering, and its place 
in Advertising,” in Advertising Arts, Janu- 
ary, 1931. 


(GUTENBERG & THE Book oF Books by 
Henry Lewis Johnson. With biblio- 
graphical notes, reproductions of speci- 
men pages and a listing of known copies. 
New York, W. E. Rudge, 1932. 

A somewhat pretentious and expensive 
volume, made up of a number of full size 
illustrations, with a rather general text. 
From the foreword one gathers that the 
book was planned especially for the many 
teachers of printing in schools, universities 
and other educational institutions. A popu- 
lar treatment of the material may or may 
not be indicated under such circumstances. 
In any case, the work should have been 
done more carefully. To point out only 
the most obvious and unforgivable mistake 
among a number of misrepresentations it 
must be said that the last plate in the vol- 
ume, bearing the caption: “Examples of 
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Colored Initial Characters in the Guten- 
berg Bible, from various copies of the 
Bible,” reproduces designs which were 
never used in any copy of the Gutenberg 
Bible. ‘They are initials in blue and red 
which were used by Fust & Schoeffer in 
printing their Psalterium of 1457 and 
1459. Every single one of the initials 
presented by Johnson as “Gutenberg Bible 
Initials’ is reproduced in the Gutenberg 
Festschrift of 1900, plates 25-30, to illus- 
trate an article by Heinrich Wallau on 
these Psalter initials. Such a mistake shows 
eloquently, how deeply the author must 
have entered into the spirit of his subject. 


Three Continental Books About Bookmaking 


WoRrDINGSGESCHIEDENIS VAN HET BOEK. 
Door Ger Schmook. Geillustreerd. 
Antwerpen, De Sikkel; Amsterdam, De 
Spieghel, 1931. 

Here is a very unusual publication and 
a really original contribution. ‘The sub- 
ject of the volume is the Origin of the 
Book. ‘This may sound like a cominon- 
place title for an equally commonplace sub- 
ject, but this is not the case. It should be 
understood that the book is really what it 
promises to be: a serious study of the be- 
ginning and early stages of human com- 
munication and the various steps of de- 
velopment up to the final and familiar 
form of the book. 

The publication must not be confused 
with the many popular and _half-learned 
orations on the marvels of book production, 
of the kind that by giving too little about 
too many things succeeds in getting nowhere 
at all. This book on the contrary, gives 
every possible approach to the one and the 
same problem which the book is devoted to. 
Excellent reproductions, excellent list of 
references. 


Come NAScCE UN Lipro by Raffaello Ber- 
tieri. Con Centoventisette Figure. Coi 
Tipi dell’Istituto Bertieri, Milano, 1931. 
“How a book is born” is a practical 

manual on bookmaking by the leading spirit 

of the Italian Revival of the Graphic Arts. 

The ample illustrations are eloquent 

enough to reflect faithfully the author’s 

trend of thought, so that the foreign lan- 
guage is no real hindrance to the reader. 

As a distinct expression of the present Ital- 

ian standpoint, the book is valuable for the 
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student of typography who likes to see how 
other people solve their problems. One rec 
ognizes a movement of revival which is 
still struggling to overcome certain unde- 
sirable trend of the 19th century inherit- 
ance. ‘There is a preference for old face 
type and ample margins of Renaissance pro- 
portion. The book will interest the teacher 
of printing and the typographic textbook 
author for the methodical handling of its 
subject. 


L’Art pu Livre by Jean Malo-Renauit.

A handy little volume, containing a his- 
torical dissertation on the arts of the book, 
with the emphasis on book illustration, by 
a university librarian of Paris, who was 
trained at the Ecole Estienne and_ the 
Ecole du Louvre.

THE Book Cutnic exhibit, now bear- 
ing to a close at the New School, showed 
up a number of diseases of books, rang- 
ing in seriousness from imitation leather 
acne and the biliousness of bad presswork 
to cancerous growths on title-pages and 
the sluggish liver of a congested text page. 
This is what a good clinic should do, and 
it is to be hoped that no one connected 
with it has spent much time patting him- 
self on the back in pride over his progeny, 
but instead has pondered anew the impor- 
tance of eugenics, the importance of books 
being well-born, which is a matter of heart 
and brain and is infinitely more govern- 
able than the creation of products of flesh 
and blood. ‘The folders containing jackets, 
bindings, title-pages, etc. (contributed by 
H. Wolff Estate) inestimably helped the 
visitors to the Clinic who did not know 
what to look for in books. 

On a sunny windy day last month we 
made pilgrimage to Madison, New Jersey, 
to the Golden Hind Press where Arthur 
Rushmore of Harpers, his wife and_ his 
two daughters make a joyous business of 
book-planning, type setting and _ pottery 
making. It is a place to renew one’s faith 
in good living and the deep satisfactions of 
craftmanship. In the big white house one 
is continually stumbling on some new cor- 
ner dedicated to a proof press, a composi- 
tors stand, or a potter’s wheel, and the 
big excitement in the Rushmore household 
comes when a proof is pulled or a new 
experimental glaze taken out of the kiln. 
What this country needs... . 

The shock which comes of picking up a 
copy of “Limits and Renewals” (Double- 
day) testifies to the distance we have come 
in our bookmaking in recent years. This 
volume, with its old-fashioned stamping, 
its offensively narrow margins, obviously 
made to fit a series established some years 
ago, seems as strange apparel for a Double- 
day book as would side burns and guimpe 
dresses on their employees. It is no kind- 
ness to Rudyard.... 

“Banana Gold” (Lippincott) represents 
a tropical luxuriance of color with a some- 


what prodigal waste of ideas and mate- 
rials. The binding is in green and gold, 
the end sheets in brown and blue, the front- 
ispiece (done in aquatone by Edward 
Stern) is in red, blue, yellow and _ black. 
‘The title-page reverts to the green of the 
binding in its border lines, but in a lighter, 
more delicate shade, and the title-page 
treatment maintains a conventionality in 
the face of an irregular handling of the 
frontispiece, which bleeds off the upper 
half of the page. The chapter openings 
display drawings by Merida set into a box 
sinkage at the left, in the manner to be 
remembered in “New England Holiday” 
(Norton). The whole gives the impres- 
sion of having been thought about and 
worked over without a final effort of co- 
ordination having been made. 

“Fortune’s Favorites’ (Knopf) carries 
a title-page, binding and jacket by W. A. 
Dwiggins, executed in his recognizable 
style. The title-page display lines and the 
chapter headings are set in Sylvan—an odd 
choice for a book about Big Business and 
its heroes. 

Once or twice in every designer's lite 
comes the impulse to try a diminutive 
title-page. ‘‘Lives” (Harper) has one ot 
these printed in red. The other front mat- 
ter is also condensed. 

It is now a year since the idea of a col- 
umn entitled “Full Trim” to be signed 
Guillotine was conceived. Since the edi- 
tors refused us the shelter of anonymity, 
we have regularly exposed our bared head 
to sharp-shooters and cannoneers. We 
feel, however, that all definite opinions 
about bookmaking should be heard, and 
we should be glad to present yours here- 
after, subject only to the limitations ot 
space and pertinence.

A Binder of Genius 


AT THE “Salon International du Livre 
d’Art” in Paris last summer, the sensation 
of the German exhibit proved to be the 
bindings of Ignatz Wiemeler, the young 
German binder who, at the age of thirty, is 
head of the book-binding department of the 
famous Leipzig “Akademie.” 

What distinguished Wiemeler’s work 
from that of all other exhibitors was not 
only its remarkable execution, from a tech- 
nical point of view, but its extreme simpli- 
city and austerity. His work is thoroughly 
modern although, at the same time, entirely 
devoid of the vulgar striving for effect 
which characterizes much contemporary 
work. Bibliophiles who find the designs of 
the great contemporary French binders too 
far out of line with the dignity of book- 
binders of other epochs see, for the first 
time, in the work of Wiemeler, bindings in 
which essentially modern designs are exe- 
cuted with classic restraint. 

Before being called to Leipzig, Professor 
Wiemeler taught bookbinding at Offenbach 
where he made the acquaintance of Dr. 
Klingspor of the Klingspor Brothers Type 
Foundry, who now has the distinction of 
possessing more Wiemeler bindings than 
any other collector. 
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Little Bulking Paper Used in 
‘Fifty Books”’ 


IN bISCUSSING the undesirability ot 
“bulking” papers when the customer's 
taste is taken into account, Robert S. 
Josephy said recently at the Book Clinic: 

“175 books are listed in the catalogs ot 
the last nine ‘Fifty Books’ shows as hay- 
ing been printed on papers within the price 
range permitted for trade books. In othe: 
words, 175 were not printed on handmade 
or rag papers. Of these, fifteen were on 
coated paper, 150 on Eggshell, Medium 
Finish, Laid Antique, and other non-bulk- 
ing papers, and ten were printed on high 
bulking heavy papers. 

“It seems very certain,’ said Mr. 
Josephy, “that the first impression of a 
Juror (or anyone else), gets from picking 
up a book is not of the typography, but ot 
the proportions, strength, quality of mate- 
rials, and general agreeableness to the hand. 
I think that book designers are inclined to 
concentrate on typography and devote too 
little attention to the third dimension.”

———————_—__= 
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Clinic Discusses Books Entered 
in Designers’ Exhibit 


A DISCUSSION OF how the designers had 
met, or failed to meet, the problems pre- 
sented by the books offered for exhibition in 
the Clinic Show, marked the final meeting 
ot the season of the Book Clinic, which was 
held April 29th at the New School for 
Social Research. Jacket, cover, title-page 
and text page of the books under fire were 
mounted in folders and held up tor inspec- 
tion by Harry Gage, the chairman, who 
pointed out the criticism of the Clinic 
Committee that judged the books, and in- 
vited comment from the members, who 
were generally content to accept the com- 
mittee’s opinion as their own. ‘The ques- 
tion of whether or not the jacket should be 
in harmony with the rest of the book seemed 
to be the most hotly contested question of 
the day, many designers holding fast to 
the point of view that to be consistent the 
jacket should tie in closely with the bind- 
ing and text page. Mr. Benbow pointed 
out, in opposition, that the function of the 
jacket was to help sell the book, and that 
as it was generally thrown away imme- 
diately after the book was published, the 
sales department might better do the de- 
signing with an eye to sales. Robert 
Josephy’s suggestion that, as the sales de- 
partment usually didn’t object to the type 
of lettering that was put on the jacket, the 
designer could at least determine that much, 
seemed to effect an amicable compromise. 

Discussion opened with an illustration of 
what the chairman called “sour lettering” 
on the jacket being carried through to the 
binding and title-page. ““Harun al Raschid”’ 
(McBride) and ‘The Dutch Cheese” 
(Knopf) were used as examples of this. 
In the latter the committee felt that letter- 
ing didn’t produce the effect that could be 
obtained from type. It was also pointed 
out that the type face didn’t harmonize 
with the illustrations and that the lack of 
an initial letter and the use of caps of the 
same face as the text for headings gave it 
a generally prosaic look. 

“The Haunted Jester” (McBride), of- 
fered the problem of line drawings for illus- 
trations made by the author without regard 
to size or shape. The only remedy sug- 
gested for this was to shoot the author at 
sunrise. An interesting problem was brought 
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out by “The Letters of Napoleon to Jose- 
phine” (Brentano) which was designed to 
give the feeling of actual handwriting by 
using italics throughout and making the 
page nearly square. ‘The question was 
whether or not italics were sufficiently legi- 
ble to be used as a body face. When it 
was put to vote, seven members said they 
would use them, seven said they would 
not, and the rest refrained from committing 
themselves. 

“Mud and Stars” (Holt) offered the 
problem of making a unified piece of work 
out of a collection of songs, with footnotes 
and permissions. “The committee felt that 
this was very well handled but that the 
jacket was removed from the spirit of the 
book. ‘This was explained when it was 
brought out that the author’s father insisted 
on doing the jacket. ‘An Elegant Pecca- 
dillo” (Holt) brought up the question of 
the use of silver stamping on light cloth. 
In “The Dukes of Buckingham” alumi- 
num foil was used on a dark red cloth. 
This, it was pointed out, showed stain. 
“Dream Days’ (Dodd, Mead) would 
have been better, said the committee, if 
type instead of lettering had been used on 
the jacket and the title-page had been re- 
spaced. An initial letter would have tied 
the illustrations, which were used as chap- 
ter heads to the body type. 

An interesting phenomenon pointed out 
by Mr. Gage was that at least once in a 
lifetime a designer breaks out with an at- 
tack of Bodoni dashes. This was illustrated 
by “A Literary History of the American 
People,” (Knopf) where the remainder of 
the treatment was Caslon. The Clinic 
seemed to feel that inasmuch as the dashes 
did not show many of the Bodoni charac- 
teristics, such treatment was all right. The 
book, itself, it was felt, had the plain and 
direct characteristics of a text-book without 
the usual monotony. 

Of a number of books selected for com- 
plimentary mention ‘200 Years of New 
Orleans Cooking,” designed by Evelyn 
Harter for Cape & Smith drew the most 
admiration. This book of recipes was de- 
signed so that the housewife with her hands 
in the dough wouldn’t have to turn a page 
to read a complete recipe. The glamor o! 
the South was carried out by binding it in 
bandana percale, backed with paper. ‘The

IN LAST WEEK’S New Yorker, there was 
a character sketch of Frank Irving 
Fletcher, an interesting account of a man 
who is probably one of the highest-priced 
advertising writers. From this account we 
learn that one of Mr. Fletcher’s jobs was 
the original Borzoi Books campaign for 
Alfred A. Knopf which was cited as an 
example of skill in combining elegance and 
utility; that he was one of the first ad men 
to go in for a dignified literary style; that 
his campaign for Técla pearls, when they 
were high-priced, is quoted in text-books 
on advertising; that he won a Harvard 
Award one year with an ad he did on an 
Atlantic City hotel. Until lately he has 
taken a deep interest in his library of first 
editions and other rare books, but on April 
19, 20, 21, Part I of this library was sold 
at auction at the Anderson Galleries. 
It comprised first editions, presentation 
copies, autograph letters and manuscripts, 
the 1,217 lots bringing $40,459. Many 
desirable items brought low prices, others 
sold well. First editions of American au- 
thors, in most cases, sold as well or better 
than the first editions of English authors. 
Some interesting lots and the prices rea- 
lized were the following: The Aitken
